not go to church. The daily newspaper has an entree into 
the homes of the people; it is'not looked-iipon with suspicion; 
if appears every day; the mailer i! contains is discussed hy 
everyone, and worth-while advertisements, paid for by the 
church and proclaiming religion, will be read by many mil- 
lions who would never, in the first instance, go lo church to 
hear il discussed."

unusual route, but his conviction is-nonc the less profound. 
He has learned of its possibilities in a way not to be misunder- 
stood and is enthusiastic in his praise of this means of reaching 
the people.
